FISH HARD HIT 


BY WATER LACK 


ll. S. Bureau Reports Heavy 
Losses Among; Finny 
Hordes. 


Washington. Aug. 4 
(AP).—Rec­ 
ord heat this summer over the con­ 
tinent has caused the most distress 
ever experienced by the fish in the 
United 
States 
and 
its adjacent 
waters, the bureau of fisheries said 
Sunday in describing complaints it 
has received. 
Streams and lakes that are low 
or entirely dried up. cold spring-fed 
brooks heated up as their sources 
fail and their contents shrink and 
the sea water encroaching up the 
tidal estuaries at the river mouths 
are pictured in the tidings of dis­ 
aster that have crowded 
in 
for 
weeks. 
The finny tribes 
have already 
been destroyed to a degree that is 
incalculable, it was announced, and 
fishermen will be ruefully aware of 
the losses for many .seasons to come. 
’ This maintenance of heat and 
drought over almost the entire con­ 
tinental area is beyond our experi­ 
ence,'’ said Lewis Radclyffe, deputy 
commissioner of the bureau, in re­ 
counting some of the troubles that 
are being faced. 
"It has unremittingly struck at 
fish life everywhere, anu has drawn 
forth all the efforts of the state and 
national protective organizations In 
an effort only partially successful In 
saving the stocks. 
"All of the cold-water game fish, 
such as trout, began to show signs 
of the stress weeks ago as the 
temperatures of their brooks and 
streams ran up. 
There were whole­ 
sale endeavors to seine them out 
and 
transfer 
them 
to 
greater 
streams where they might live. This 
has been done In several states; but 
naturally only a part of the stocked 
waters could be so treated by hasty 
emergency organizations and many 
of the less known streamlets will be 
found barren in coming years.”

If you are in a hurry, you must 
no. come to this country. It ut for people who have time, who are tired 
of the rush and scramble of the city, who really love the open beauty 
of the countryside, of the forest, of the streams, lakes, mountains and 
seashore 
Sportsmen and lovers of nature, have been coming to this country 
for years. It merits its phrase of “the unspoiled.” Great writers have 
fXJiausted their vocabulary of words in its praise; artists have gloried 
in Its beauties and tried to trick their paints into immortalizing it. Dr. 
Alexander Graham Bell came here when a young man and had his beau- 
til ill home on the side of a mountain a few miles from Baddeck. Today 
J visited tliat place, and drove to the very top of that mountain where 
a din pie stone, marks the resting place of Dr. and Mrs. Bell. Here 
were made the first experiments that make it possible for you and I 
today to call up our respective homes, and say we are sorry we cannot 
got home to dinner—too busy! 
And behind all this great beauty rests a background of historic in­ 
terest that challenges comparison.

litre nations fought for the supremacy of North America. I walked 
ov ar the complete ruins of that once great fortified city of Louisburg. 
Hi, worship, the Mayor of the modern city, took us over the grounds 
that today show but a remnant of the old fort. Just one or two small 
cavelike works of stone are there to tell the story. What was at one 
time a protected city of something Uke 10,000 French people, and the 
greatest fortress in America, is now a barren point lashed by the sea 
As I stood upon that ground I thought of those immortal lines of 
Thomas Gray: 
"The boast of heraldry, the pomp of power. 
And all that beauty; all that wealth e’er gave. 
Awaits alike the ingyjtable hour: 
* 
Hie paths of glory lead but to the grave." 
You can drive the entire length of this little island in a day. But 
IOU cannot see it all, I might say—ever! Its glorious group of lakes, 
dominated by the incomparable 
Bras d'Or." reach out into every di­ 
rection, many of them feeding rivers and channels, and finally going 
out to meet their mother—tile Sea. Flowers and birds are everywhere. 
Mountains, gorges, waterfalls—everything. 
No words are able to even briefly describe or do credit. On the 
way to our hotel. Just outside Sydney, the other evening, a deer came 
loping down the road almost to our car. then disappeared into the 
truck forest beside us. ■ 
It seems ae though the scenery of the world I iud been miuiatured 
and fashioned for this little island, as a eorghined sample of the out­ 
door beauty of |dl the world.

Mears had of heating the globe- 
circling mark of the Graf Zeppelin 
Sunday lay shattered in a mass pf 
twisted wreckage of his plane. City 
of New York. 
Nosing over In the 
early 
dawn, 
after leaving the 
smooth 
runway 
that stretches 
out 
from 
Harbor 
Grace airport, the plane suffered 
irreparable damage. Neither Mears, 
his pilot, Henry J. Brown, or Tail­ 
wind II, dog mascot, was injured. 
A survey of the wreckage showed 
a broken propeller, both wings par­ 
tially shattered, the undercarriage 
torn off, one tire burst and the body, 
one wheel and one strut broken. 
Airport officials said the accident 
occurred because Mears heeded the 
plea of his pilot for an early start 
on the first leg of their trip, a 1900- 
mile water hpp to Bakionnel air­ 
port, Ireland. 
They started in the darkness, aid­ 
ed only by automobile 
lights 
and 
flares, against the wishes of the air­ 
port officials. 
After what seemed a perfect start, 
the plane suddenly struck the side 
of the runway, eareened 
into the 
brush along the side and nosed over. 
Before airport attaches could reach 
the scene. Mears and 
Brown 
had 
freed themselves and were absently 
gazing at the debris. 
The plane did not catch fire, and 
this perhaps saved the lives of the 
two uirmen and their mascot.
